Twin Fall.';' two banks now Have approximately sn,OO0,000 on dcpcall, 
wlilcli ll an Increase of about tt>.500,ODO over Insl year. 

During the past year about t2J50.000 In morttiaBCs have been paid 
off In Twin Falls eounly, aecordlne lo two of the Inrgesl handlers ol tills 
type ot trnniactlon. Retirement of cliattcl mortRnKes has nRBreflnlcd 
many tllourjinils of dollars more. Yet Uic county's war bond purchsses 
have been ns high per capita as In most other pro.^peraus sections and. 
hlEher than In many. . 

Despite lilRh bank deinsltj, money spent on mortsngcx and funds de- 
\ot,cd W wnr bondi, the Clirtitmivs buyina stttson ■ l\et« broke all Mcoiii 
In many estiiblUmicnts and fnllcd to do so In niniiy others only beeaut« 
those etorea did not have a« much mercluindlae na in the past. The buy- 
ing UBS termed "letrltlc" by several atoro manngtrs. itnd waa Uie most 
prolonKcd Jn the clty'a hlstorj'. AltliouBh many large and hlBh-prlced 
comniodltlea could not be obtained, il was unofficially estimated that the 
nEiregato dollars -and-cen la wrnovcr at least eqniUled the ull-tlroe record 
In the commtmlty,'

NEW YOHKKKS TALK TAX LIMIT 
Tlic other day we dLsciissCd the nation-wide 
campaign that's under way for n ■'22nd 
amendment, to the constitution" to limit the 
power ol consress ~lo Impose taxes on In- 
come, Inheritances.-- and gifts to a maximum 
rate of 25 per cent, except In wartime. 
■It was pointed out that 15 state ICBlslalurci 
. already have pas.sed a resolution asking con- 
press to submit tliLs proposed amendment to 
the slates for ratification. Tlicse states are 
Wyomlne. Rhode Island, Mississippi. Iowa, 
Maine, Massachusetts. Michigan. Indiana. 
Arkansas, Delawnro, Pcnn-sylvanla, Texas, 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Alabama. 

Now It Is learned that s prlvaVo conlei- 
cr.cc of prominent business men was held In 
New York City recently to give the proposed 
tax limitation amendment serious consider- 
ation. 

Those attending this conference exprcss- 
■ ca the belief that certain left wing elementa 
plan to destroy Irec enterprise after the 
war by assessing business Into a'ubmlsslon,

Navy Secretary Knox Eaya that on Tlianks- 
giving day the allies had as many merchant 
Bhlpi at sea as they possessed at the begin- 
ning or the war. Uncertainty what Mr. Knox 
meant by "the countries now composing the 
United Nations" makes It difficult to tell Just 
how far we have come back. 

As ol Jan. 1, 1941, Great Britain, the 
United States and Russia possessed 4,0G( 
vessels of at least 2,OD0 gross tons each; ag- 
gregating 24,822,000 gross tons. Norway. Hol- 
land, France and arcecc, whose governments 
In exile are generally included among United 
Nations, had l,710'%hlps aggregating 0,525,000 
gross tons.
